On Wednesday, the 30th November, the above- 
mentioned Princes and Chiefs, with = their 
Attendants, the Principal Native Residents of 
the Acra Division of the North-West Provinces, 
and the Civil and Military Officers of Agra 
and the adjoining Districts were received Lv the 
Vieeroy and Governor General in open Darbar. 

When all were asseinbled the Viceroy and 
Governor General, accompanied by His Execllency 
the Commarder-in-Chicf, entered and took his 
seat under a Royal Salute. 

The Maharaja Sindhia of Gwaltor sat on the 
right hand of tae Viceroy and Governor General 
and the Muhiwraja oe. Jyepeor on Mis Excellency’s 
left hand. 


Suitable khillats were best owed on all the Native | 


Princes, Cisie's and Gentlemen present, and the 
following rewards were given for lovalty to the 
British Government and good services auring the 
rebellion :— 

To the Maharaja Sindhia inerease of Territory 
and exemption for sume of the oblivations imposed 
on the Givalior State by the Treaty of S44. 

In conferring these rewards upon the Maharaja, 
the Viceroy and Governor General addressed His 
Hiehness in the following words—— 

« Mananvwa oF GWALton, 


“Tt is with no ordinary pleasure that I receive 


your Highness in this assembly im the presence of 
His Excellency the Commanderein-Chief and of 
many distingoitied Officers of the Armies of 
India, of inany dich Officers of the Civil Service 
and other tneieh Gentlemen, and belore many 
loyal native suijects of the Queen.” 

«Tam elad to receive your Thivhness at Agra, 
Tt was from Acra tha, a few dave after the out- 
break of rebellion, Doreceived the news of your 
prompt and Joyal tender te the Licutenant-Gover- 
nor, the lamented Mr. Colvin, of the services of the 
most trustworby of your own personal guard.” 

“Tt was from Avra that twelve anenths later, 
when the brunt of the rebeilion had fallen at last 
upon Gwahay, a great part of that Army marched, 
which under sar LH. Rese crove back your enemies 
and re-seated vou within twenty days in the palace 
of your Capital.” 

“ These were the opening and closing scenes of 
the rebellion in the neighboushood of this City.

Your -Highness and all your High- 
ness’ subjects may be surethat it is the eurnest 
desire of the Paramount Power that {he loyal and 
princely house of Sindhia shall be perpetuated and 
flourish,” 

* 1 expect, and Iam sure that I shall not be 
disappointed in the expectation that your High. 
ness will continue to apply all the eneryies of your 
Government, Civil and Miltary, to enforcing 
peace, and giving contentment in the country | 
under your rule.”’ | 

To the Maharaja of Jyepecr, the Tergunnah of 
Rete-Kassim was civen, 

His Wacolleney announced this gift to the 
Maharija in the following terns :— 

“NI SMARAJA OF JYEPOOR., 

«The presence at this Durbar of yourself; a 
Prince sprange from the oldest and noblest families 
of Rpjpoctana, and a faithful and zealous feudatory 
of the Birtish Crown is very gratilving to me? 

“The Territory of Jyepoor was less continuonsly 


i harassed by the rebellion than many others, but 
Hoceasions were not wanting to you in which to 


show vour signal loyalty.” 

“ When the rebel force approached your Capital 
and called upon you to surrender the British 
Officers in if, your answer was “ come and take 
them.” ° 

“When the Political Agent was absent on 
distant duties, you ave a careful and considerate 
protection to his tainly.” 

When opportunity offered, you sent in safety 
to this City of Agra, under an escort of your dwn, 
fifty Christian lives.”’ | - 

“ You have doue all in your power to aid the 
British Troops by keeping open the comnaunica- 
tions through your Country,” | _ 

“In reeopnition of these services I. desire yonr 
acceptance of the Peryunnah of Kote-Kacsim, ae 
an addition to your Territory. It was lately ax 
appanage of the King of Delhi, -by whose tresdas 
and rebellion against the British power it has-bee 
forfeited. In udding it to your possessiona, } fea 
certain that I place it for ever in loyal handa.? 

“1 desire to take this opportnnity. of thanking 
your Elighness and the Jyepoor Dutbar forthe 
faithful performance of ite promises, and:-oF i 
wishes of the British Government in atenilily ip 
pressing Suttee within your Territory, ‘aud! Tmt 
jowing no abuee of the right of Sanctuary, byes 
derersand rcbberw.” 
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To the Maharaja of Kerowly a khillut of the 
value of twenty thousand Rupees and remission 
of debts dueto the British Government. 
~ Yhe Viceroy and Governor General in conferring 
theseerewards upon the Maharaja, publicly thanked 
his Highness for the steady and active loyalty he 
evinced throughout the rebellion, especially in 
issuing a Proclamation soon after the first distarb- 
ances broke out, declaring his own intention to 
adhere to the cause of the British Government, 
and calling upon his subjects to support him, in 
sending ‘Troops to azaist in preserving order in 
British Territory, and afterwards in- rendering 
assistance to the Chief of Kotah at a critical 
juncture. | 

To the Maha Rao Raja of Ulwur a khillut of 
the value of twenty thousand Rupees. 

After investiture, the Vieeroy and Governor 
General addressed the Maha Rao Raja in the 
fallowing words : —

The Viceroy and. Governor General thanked the 


Nawab for his aterdy attachment to the British — 
Government, and for thoexercise of his influence — 





in supporting itewuthority in Malwa, — — 
On investing the Mahat Dholpoor, with 


his. dress of honor, ‘the’ Vioeroy aad Governor 


General thanked him for the services he had rep- 
dered at the commencement of the rebellioneia 
saviny the lives of Christian subjects of the Queen, 
and for his personal loyalty to the British Ge- 
vernment on all oecasions, but Tie [Excellency 
exhorted the Maharaja to enforee his ordera on 
the Olivers of his Darbar, and vot to allow 

Dholpoor to beeone an asylum for eriminals 
accused of committing heinous erimes in British 
Territory. 

Rewards were also conferred by His Excelleney - 
on the Principal Sirdars and Ministers of the- 
Native States who were most forward in carrying 
out the orders of their several Chiefs for the sup- 
port of the Queen’s Troops, and the maintenance 
of British authority. 

To Rao Raja Dinkur Rao Rughonath, Dewaa 
and First Minister of the Maharaja of Sindhia, His
